alledges as a Reafon againft {ome Heretics that op- 
pofed him in it, the Example of the Churches of 
Egypt, Lybia, Thebes, Paleftine, Planitia, Syrta 
and Mefopotamia. To the fare Practice, Piiny 
Funicr undoubtedly refers, when in his Letter to 
the Emperor Trajan he dpeaks chus of the CLrifti- 
ans; Affirmabant, hanc fuiffe Sumamam vel culpec 
fue, vel Errors, quod effent foliti flato die convenire ; 
carmenque Chrifto, quafi Deo, dicere fecum invicem. 
In etenne then of this fo Ancient a Cuftom we 
need {ay no more than that no good Objection is made 
againft ir, and that no other method of reading 
the Pfalms is preferable to it, either for Decency 
or Edification. For as the admirable Hooker ob- 
ferves, “If the Prophet David did think that the 
“ very meeting of Men together, and their accom- 
“ panying one another to the Honfe of God, 
© fhou’d make the Bond of their Love infoluble, 
“ and rye them in a League of inviolable Amity, 
“ how much more may we judge i reatonable co 
“ hope, that the like Effects may grow in each of 
““ the People towards other, in them all towards 
“ their Paftor, and in their Paftor towards every 
“ of them, between whom there daily and .nter- 
“ changeably pafs in the hearing of God himfelf, 
“ & inthe Prefence of his Angels, fo many Heaven'y 
Acclamations, Exulrations,Provecations,Petiuons, 
“© Songs of Comfort, Pfa/ms of Praife and Thanks-
